TUMOR FATALJO STUDENT 
Jack Doyle Was Only HI for 


Six Weeks. 


John William Doyle, 21, third 
year law student at University of 
Nebraska, died early Wednesday 
of a malignant tumor. His illness 
dated back only six weeks, and 
Dr. John C. Thompson said the 
tumor developed with unusual ra- 
pidity. He added that many more 
such cases were noted in young 
people of recent years than here- 
tofore, and this could only partly 
be explained by better diagnosis. 
Doyle came here from Thedford, 
and was living at 1820 A. His par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. John Doyle, 
live in Thedford, and he leaves a 
brother, James, hi Lincoln, and 
two sisters, Mrs. Phil Vogt of 
O'Neill and Mrs. Sanford Larson 
of Thedford. Funeral services will 
be held at Thedford Friday after- 
noon at 2 o'clock.

BE EXTENDED TO 
COVER NEBRASKA 


Senator Bridges Says Many 


Demands Have Come From 


People of State. 


WASHINGTON. (UP). Senator 


Bridges, (r., N. H-), urged exten- 
sion of the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority investigation 
to 
include 


public power developments in Ne- 
braska, home of Senator George 
W. Norris, "father" of the TVA. 
He indicated that he hoped for 
support in his efforts from Sena- 
tor Davis, {r., Pa.), newly 
ap- 
pointed member of the joint con- 
gressional committee. He said he 
had received "thousands of letters" 
from individuals, taxpayers 
as- 
sociations and citizens committees 
in Nebraska, • alleging 
"miscon- 
duct" of Nebraska power develop- 
ments and charging 
"unethical" 
negotiations in taking over private 
utilities. 
Since the scope of the present 
investigation was outlined in the 
joint resolution of the house and 
senate which authorized it, broad- 
ening of its objectives to include 
power 
operations 
in 
Nebraska 
probably would require congres- 
sional action. 
The TVA committee will meet 
in a few days to determine its pre- 
liminary work and map a series of 
hearings that probably will last 
thru the summer. 
Senator Sch- 
wartz, (d., Wyo.), said the com- 
mittee might hold hearings first to 
determine the cause of the con- 
troversy that led to the recent re- 
moval by President Roosevelt of 
Arthur E. Morgan as chairman of 
the TVA board. The course of the 
committee's action, however, prob- 
ably will be guided by Senator 
Donahey, (d., O.), ranking mem- 
ber of the senate committee, who 
appeared to be the likely choice 
for chairman. 


Surprise to Wellwood. 
Maj. A. R. Wellwood, consulting 
engineer for the three major Ne- 
braska - public power districts ex- 
pressed surprise at the intended 
extension of the TVA investigation 
to include Nebraska's power de- 
velopments. 
"This comes as a complete sur- 
prise to me," Wellwood said, "t 
didn't think they -would attempt to 
extend the scope of the investiga- 
tion to our projects whose objec-

2 CHINESE FORCES 


First Victory in Weeks— 


Spanish Insurgents Are 


Blocked by Flood. 


BS- Assoclwieil f'rctis. 
Reinforced Japanese armies de- 
feated the Chinese in two battles 
along the south Shantung front 
while the insurg-ent forces of Gen- 
eralissimo Franco made further 
advances in the northeastern Span- 
ish war zone. 
The Japanese victories—first in 
weeks—marked opening of an of- 
fensive designed to avenge a series 
of setbacks at the hands of the 
Chinese 
around 
Talerhchwang, 
where their drive agauist the rail- 
road junction city of Suchow was 
stopped cold. 
The Japanese said they captured 
Lini, in southeastern 
Shantung 
province, while Chinese admitted 
losing Hanchwang. 
Spanish insurgents, held up by 
the flooded Ebro river and stub- 
born government resistance 
in 
their campaign agamst Tortosa, 
swung their offensive abruptly 
southward 
along 
the Mediter- 
ranean coast toward Valencia and 
Castollon. 


Gen. Miguel Aranda's troops ad- 
vanced 12 miles along an 18 mile 
front and neared outskirts of Al-

turned to State. 


GLYMFIA, Wash. V&. Acting 
Governor Victor A. Meyers filed a 
special legislative session procla- 
mation 
with the secretary 
of 
state's office at 8:08 a. m., but 
there was a question whether it 
would be accepted. 
Meyers pre- 
sented 
the 
proclamation 
three 
minutes after Gov. Clarence Mar- 
tin returned to the state by char- 
tered 
plane 
from 
Washington, 
D. C., in an attempt to frustrate 
Meyers' action. 
Meyers said he had done all he 
could and it was up to the attor- 
ney general and other officials to 
decide upon the legality of his 
action. 
Meyers* proclamation declared 
"thousands of our citizens are in 
need of immediate relief" and 
proposed legislation both for social 
security and for a housing en- 
abling act. 
He 
proposed equalization of 
school funds for poor districts by 
increasing the price of liquor five 
cents a bottle in state monopolized 
stores and by increasing the state 
sales tax from 2 to 3 percent.

Only for Congested O Street 
Area—Claim Will Be Boon 


for Pedestrian. 


Director Venner has suggested 
to the council a prohibition against 
left turns on O at., 10th to 16th. 
Lawmakers will give the matter 
further study informally before 
reaching a decision. In event of 
approval signa will^ be posted and 
intersections in that area painted 
with warning "no left turn." 
The director was perhaps Influ- 
enced by traffic congestion down 
town Saturday afternoon. So many 
cars were in the business area that 
clearance was difficult and inter- 
sections were clogged. He decided 
that left turns contributed mate- 
rially to a bad condition. If the 
council sanctions the plan it may 
be effective next week. Benefits 
from the proposed prohibition as 
seen by the director are solution 
of intersection problems for up- 
ward of 50 percent of our pedes- 
trians in that area and the fact 
that car operators will not be hold- 
ing up traffic to make the left 
turn. Thru traffic may proceed 
straight ahead without interfer- 
ence in the center lane. 
The director reminded that in 
Omaha, on busy days and in the 
congested section, neither right nor 
left turns are permitted.

Asked whether or not operators 
may be confused with only a por- 
tion of the congested area gov- 
erned by such prohibition, the di- 
rector replied in the negative.

Federal Communications Commis- 
sioner Paul Walker's "one man" 
report on the investigation of 
A. T. & T. 


Gifford described the report— 
in which Walker had said tele- 
phone rates could be cut 25 per- 
cent "without Interrupting exist- 
ing net earnings"—as "incorrect 
and misleading." He aaid: "The 
investigators, 
in attempted sup- 
port of unfair or erroneous asser- 
tions, 
employed selected 
facts 
while Ignoring other and control- 
ling facts," 
Gifford said that altho the com- 
pany had assumed they would 
have the right to cross examine 
witnesses, they were not permitted 
to do fU> and that nltho they had 
been cRllcd upon originally to pro- 
duce information they wore not 
allowed "to present evidence of 
our own."

An order signed by Joseph Stalin,

Vyacheslaff Moiotoff, chairman of

the council of people's commissars, 
declared much harm had been done 
by mass expulsions of peasants 
from farms for Liivial reasons on 
the pretext of purging the farms 
of hostile elements 


The communist, leaders accused 


provincial officials of bureaucratic 
highhandedness and warned them 
they would be tried as criminals 
unless 
unwarranted 
expulsions 


cease. 


Ousting of peasants from collec- 


tive farms means starvation, the 
order said, adding that such action 
only created hostility to the soviet 
regime. 


Two other orders, issued with 


the apparent intention of inspir- 
ing collective farmers to strive 
for bumper crops, promised them 
better conditions. 


One required that at least GO 


percent of the cash income of 
farms must be distributed among 
the farmers. 
The other ordered 


tax evasions by individual peas- 
ants stopped. 


The government found that col- 


lective 
farm 
boards 
had 
been 


spending 
funds 
excessively 
on 


buildings and other capital invest- 
ments, aa well as for administra- 
tive purposes 


As a result farmeis in some 


provinces 
failed 
to receive any 


cash in 1937. Others leceived only 
28 to 30 percent of their farms' 
cash income. 


This caused peasants to seek 


work elsewhere, which in 
turn 


forced tho collective farms to hire 
workers from outside. 


Spring grain sowing is lagging 


more than 13,000,000 acres behind 
the area planted last year.

back door, and escaped in a com- 
pany truck which he abandoned 
shortly on the highway between 
27th and 33rd. 
Yohe said in court that he spent 
that night with relatives in Lin- 
coln and the next day went to 
Manhattan with Merlyn Alexan- 
der. 
He went next to Denver, 
where he was arrested abuut two 
weeks ago. 
Shortly after completing a 12- 
year sentence in 
the Colorado 
penitentiary for robbery, Farrell 
married a young girl. She was in 
court Wednesday to bid him good- 
bye.

an aggressive congressional inves- 
tigation patterned on the famous 
Fujo money trust inquiry—some- 
thing almost like an echo of the 
half forgotten Jackson-Tckea "six- 
ty families" speeches—these Jook 
like good bets now. The emphasis, 
it is said, will be on "free compe- 
tition," but competition made free 
by the destruetiop of the large 
monopolists.

MERCURY IS_A "TATTLER" 


New Instrument of Scientific 


Detection Discovered. 


DALLAS. UP). Magic discovered 


in drops of mercury is used to 
make a new scientific instrument 
of detection—for chemistry 
and 


potentially for crime—which was 
described to the American chemi- 
cal society here. This "magic" in 
mercury is the 
ability 
of tiny 


drops, smaller than a pin head, 
to pick up electricity. The drops 
are allowed to fall, like a string 
of beads, 
into 
any 
liquid that 


chemists wish to test. 


Because mercury does not mix 


with liquids, the diops fall to the 
bottom, and make a little, flat 
pool there. A wire is connected to 
this pool of 
mercury. 
Over the 


wire flows 
any 
electricity 
the 


mercury droplets have picked up 
during their fall thru the liquid. 
Now comes the magical part— 
reported by Prof. I. M. Kolthoff 
of the University 
of 
Minnesota 


and Dr. Otto H. Muller of Stan- 
ford university. The amount of 
electricity which the little droplets 
pick up reveals the 
impurities, 


taints, "clues" in the solution. The 
volume of current tells whether 
there are 
Iron, 
lead, 
calcium, 


magnesium or other Impurities in 
the city's drinking water. It tells 
not only whether one is there, but 
tattles on all of them. The amount 
of electricity given up is differ- 
ent for each substance.

nationwide survey. 
The president has declared that 


he will send congress a message 
asking for levies on the income of 
all future federal issues. A ma- 
ority of the voting public, accord- 
ng to the survey, would go even 
further 
than the' president and 


eliminate tax exemption on state 
and municipal securities as well. 


The 
survey, 
which was con- 


ducted by the American Institute 
of Public Opinion, sheds new light 
on an aspect of the tax exemption 
iroblem 
which has puzzled ob- 


servers for many years. It is 
generally agreed that a'constitu- 
tional 
amendment 
would be re- 


quired to give the federal govern- 
ment power to tax income from 
securities issued by state and local 
governments. The prime question 
las been, would such an amend- 
ment stand any chance of being 
ratified within a reasonable length 
of time ? • 


Now, for the first time, there is 


evidence to show that ratification 
by the people w6uld probably not 
be difficult to obtain. More than 
seven out of every ten voters in 
the institute's survey favor the 
principle of removing the tax ex- 
emptions. 
The question put to a cross- 


section of voters in all sections of 
the country by the institute read 
as follows: 


"Should people who own federal, 
state and municipal securities be 
required to pay taxes on the in- 
come from these securities?" 


The vote was: Yes, 74 percent; 


no, 26 percent. 


Treasury Favors Proposal 


The U. S. treasury department 


has for several years declared in 
favor of eliminating- tax exemp- 
tion for all future issues of gov- 
ernment securities—federal, state, 
county and municipal. 


—he 74 percent o£ voter* -who would pre- 
lably favor an amendment to accom- 
plish this end constitute a. majority even 
greater than that which ratified the pro- 
hibition repeal amendment four years ago.

President Roosevelt's plan regarding tax

SPEED DIAMOND MAKING 


DALLAS. <jP), Development of a 


solution that speeds the manufac- 
ture of artificial diamonds was 
reported here Wednesday to the 
American Chemical society. Arti- 
ficial diamonds are made by heat- 
ing carbon substances — in molten 
iron, then cooling the white hot 
mass by plunging it into brine.

I agree with South that a conveiv 


tlonal four no trump bid allows the 
responder no latitude, that he must 
either respond with five no trump, 
bid an ace, or sign off, according to 
his own holding. Thus, technically 
speaking, South was correct. All the 
same, however, If I were playing with 
a partner who made the two bids 
that North made, namely, two no 
trump, and then four no trump, I 
probably would refuse to respond be- 
cause I would know that my partner 
had made a grievous error In one 
of his two bids. Because there is no 
such bidding at North delivered in, 
this hand! Two no trump Is a strong 
bid in rwpons* to an opening suit 
bid of one, but itlll is limited in Its 
scope. It U a game force but It Is a 
tiara-try only If the original bidder 
can take constructive action. Slnct 
South'i rcbld over two no trump was 
only three hearts. It was utterly Illog- 
ical for North then to jump to four 
no trump. As a matter of fact, 
North's only correct bid over three 
hearts was four hearts. There was 
no sense in persisting with no trump, 
despite the 4-3-3-3 distribution. 


Any just verdict would attach the 


blame for the terrible rffsult to North. 
But, I reiterate, If I had been South 
I would have been certain that my 
partner's bidding was illogical and, 
hence, unsound. Therefore, I would 
have "backed out of the picture" at 
the earliest possible moment 


As a matter of fact, even four 


hearts would have required excellent 
play. Presumably West would open 
the diamond king and declarer should 
allow It to hold. A diamond continu- 
ation would be won with the ace 
and two rounds of trumps would dis- 
close the fact that Fast had a sure 
trump trick. Declarer then should 
ruff dummy's losing diamond, cub 
the three spades, then lead the ac* 
ind a low club.

Cataract Is A Degeneration. 
Many laymen Imagine cataract 


s a growth of an opaque film over 
he sight, probably that naive no- 
ion explains in part the popular 
credulity in respect to the cure of 
cataract by medicaments or other 
remedies applied to the eye. 
It 


might seem feasible enough to 
dissolve or make transparent such 
a cloudy or opaque film or mem- 
orane on the surface of the eyeball, 
vith one or another remedy ap- 
tlted directly to the eye. 
In truth cataract is not a 


growth at all, but a degeneration 
ir a disease process, in which the 
rystalline lens in the interior of 
the eye undergoes a change from 
clear to opaque. The very name of 
,he disease, cataract, was given by 
.he ancients who imagined it was 
oss of sight from an opaque sub- 
stance which, cataract-like, poured 
down over the front of the lens. 


In its early stages cataract is 
not visible to the casual observer. 
Only when it reaches the late 
itage 
does the 
blackness 
and 


)rilliancy of the pupil, as seen in 
normal eyes, give way to a gray- 
sh appearance. 
Cataract never causes total 


blindness; 
only a gradually in- 
creasing impairment of vision. 


Formerly it was the practice, still 
s with many oculists, to wait for 
complete "ripening" and a degree 
of impairment of vision such that 
the patient required guidance to 
get about, to operate. Today many 
of the best oculists operate suc- 
cessfully as soon as vision in the 
setter eye becomes so poor that 
the patient can no longer read or 
ret about safely without guidance, 
without 
waiting 
for 
complete 
ripening or opacity of the lens 
The operation, of course, Is re- 
moval of the lens. 


After a cataract, operation the 
patient 
wears 
spectacles 
with 
strong lenses which serve the pur- 
pose of the lost crystalline lenses 


Cause of cataract is not known 


That it is a nutritional disease or 
degeneration 
seems 
the 
mos 


plausible view at present. 
In animals it is possible to pro- 
duce cataract 
by keeping the 


animal for a time on a diet lack- 
ing vitamin G; and after 
the 
cataract develops, the restoration 
of vitamin G to the diet may cure 
the cataract. However, there is no 
evidence that lack of vitamin G 
or insufficient vitamin G in the 
diet may cause cataract in man 
Certainly there is no evidence that 
adding vitamin G to the diet ever 
cures cataract in man. 
I know of no remedy or treat 
ment likely to be of any benefi 
in cases of cataract, save opera 
tion. 


Several 
correspondents have 
written to assure rne that the 
iodin ration, plus the protective 
corrective diet and a regular daily 
supplementary feeding with vita 
mina B, G and D, 
followed 
fo 


many months has seemed to bring 
about remarkable Improvement in 
the condition of patients with ad 
vanced cataract, especially grrea 
improvement in vision. This may 
be wholly coincidence. But such a 
regimen can at least do no harm 
in any case, in fact is likely 
benefit general health.

Starting next 
month meetings are to be hald in 
the various wheat producing states 
to further acquaint faimeis with 
provisions of the plan. Included in

Roy M, Green, manager of the 


Federal Crop Insurance corpora- 
tion, the government financed unit 
which will administer the insur- 
ance, said the program is designed 
to amortize crop risks over a pe- 
riod of years, just as it has been 
found moat piactical to amortize 
debts over a period of years. 
In setting up wheat crop insur- 


ance, he explained the purpose is 
to protect pioduction against the 
risk of yield losses making it pos- 
sible for farmeis to pay premiums 
in wheat or cash during good years 
and to be repaid when yields are 
poor, thus assuring annual in- 
come 


Under the present program, as 


outlined by Mr. Green, the amount 
of insurance on wheat will be 
limited to three-fourths or one- 
half of the ten year average yield, 
this aveiage to be compented on 
this average to be computed on 
on the farm of the applicant and 
50 percent on the county yield 


Costs, or premiums, he said, 


would vary, according to the risk 
Low risk farms under the plan 
would not pay for losses on high 
risk faims. Rates would vary from

Teach No Defense. 


"Generally a boy is not taught 


defense. He must go in and throw 
a lot of punches and take a lot 
of punishment in two or three 
rounds. A boy's body is not made 
to take that kind of punishment. 
When they throw two kids into 
the ring, 
they expect 
them 
to 


punch each other's heads off like 
street fighters." 
Lewis said that every boy ama- 
teur fighting helped, a dozen were 
hurt. 
"Amateur boxing, the way it is 
conducted today, hurts the youth 
of the nation and hurts the game."

Glance thru the pitching records 


—the all tirhe records. Cy Young, 
Herb Pennock and 
Sam Jones 
pitched for 22 years in the big 
show. Young pitched 874 games 
and won 511 of them. Eppa Rixey 
and Walter Johnson lasted for 21 
years under the shelling of the 
game's best hitters. Babe Adams 
strung along for 18. Billy White 
of Cincinnati pitched 75 games 
one year and Charlie Radbourne 
of Providence checked in with 74 
in anoth er campaign. Ed Walsh 
of the White Sox tolled in 66 
games between April and October, 
and Christy "Mathewson was in 66. 
In the matter of complete games 
in one season, the record belongs 
to Jack Chesbro of the Yankees— 
or Highlanders, as they 
were 
known then. Tops in the National 
league was Joe McGlnnity of the 
Giants, who specialized In pitching 
doubleheaclers. 


If you haven't noticed anything 
up to now, I'll tip you off: All 
the high marks for endurance in 
the pitcher's box were hung* up by 
old timers. Only Pennock 
and 
Johnson of the pitchers familiar 
to younger fans now crowding the 
ball parks could crash the group 
I've just named, plucked from the 
record book.' They were holdovers 
from a lustier era. In years pitched, 
Jess Haines was crowding them 
when he hung up his glove, and 
Waite Hoyt is crowding them now. 
But the last 20 or 30 years rubbed 
out many a pitcher without leav- 
ing a trace—pitchers who once 
looked as tho they might go on 
practically forever—and the last 
few years have been most punish- 
ing of all. 


THE DEANS AND ROWE, 
Take the last four years and the 
casualties they have known—thf 
Dean boys and Schoolboy 
Ro\ve, 


for instance. In 1934, they were 
the outstanding pitchers in base- 
ball and tangled in the world se- 
ries between the Cardinals and the 
Tigers that fall. All were young 
and fuH_of strength and vigor and 
ten years of topnotch rating of 
least 
seemed to stretch 
before 
them. Now Paul Dean is in the 
minors, seemingly thru as a big" 
league hurler. Dizzy, traded by the 
Cardinals to the Cubs, is hopeful, 
but it is no part of a cinch he is 
going all thp way back to the spot 
he used to hold. Rowe Is trying 
doggedly to come back, but there 
is little sign that he will. 
These are the three most con- 
spicuous examples, but there have 
been plenty of others. Sore arms, 
'disjointed elbows, lame backs, torn 
shoulders—practically every club 
has had pitchers soar in the spring 
time and crash before fall. Not 
morning glories, either, but rea] 
good pitchers. Pitchers who seemed 
certain to achieve greatness with- 
in five or six or eight years. Only 
they didn't last that long.

Swelling of Tissues 


Is Sign That Should 
Not Be Disregarded

DURING THE days of Sir Rich- 
rd Bright, the physician who first 
escribed "Bright's dicsase", dropsy 
vas a rather common disorder. To- 
ay we hear little of it. 
Many regard dropsy as a disease 
f the kidneys. In reality it is not 
disease, but is one of the effects 
disease. It is what the doctors 
all a "symptom", one o." the signs 
f kidney trouble. 
When the doctor uses the word 
dropsy" or "edema", he means that 
here is a swelling of the tissues, 
ir an accumulation of fluid in one 
if the cavities of the body. Nor- 
mally, the tissues are firm, con- 
alnlng- orily a slight amount of 
fluid. 
But when certain dlsturb- 


es of the body occur, the fluid in 


he tissues is rapidly increased in 
;uantity. In consequence, swelling" 
iccurs. This may occur in any 
>art of the body, but is most no- 
iceable in the feet, ankles, face, 
ind perhaps other of the external 
surfaces. 


Excessive amounts of fluid may 


lood the abdominal cavity. Some- 
ss tho heart or lungs may be 
nvolved in the same way. Fortu- 
nately, the latter complication is 
rare. 


KUlne.vs Won't Function 
In Bright's disease, as inflamma- 


tion of the kidney is called, exces- 
sive quantities of fluid block the 
issues because the kidneys do not 
function. They are unable to rid 
the body of the fluid. 
Edema or dropsy is not a defi- 


nite sign of kidney disease. 
The 


swelling is also found in other dis- 
eases. For example, the victim of 
leart disease, liver disease or cer- 
tain disturbances of the blood ves- 
sels may notice swelling of the 
;issues or accumulation of fluid 
within the abdominal cavity. Stvol- 
.en tissues are so effected whenever 
there is any obstruction to the 
small vessels of the blood system. 


A certain amount of dropsical 
fluid can be removed by tapping or 
puncturing the swollen tissues. A 
vast amount may be drained by 
tapping the abdominal wall. The 
relief obtained in this manner is 
only temporary, 
In other cases certain medicines 
are given to stimulate the passage 
of fluids from the body. This may 
be accomplished by sweating and 
purging. / What the treatment is 
to be depends on the cause of the 
dropsy. 
Dropsy is a warning sign and 


should not be disregarded. If you 
notice any swelling of the ankles, 
feet or face, find out about it.
